In response to the Notice of Non-Responsive Amendment mailed July 1, 2005, and 
further in response to the Restriction Requirement mailed May 13, 2005, please consider the 
following remarks. 

Applicant has reviewed the Restriction Requirement mailed May 13, 2005, wherein the 
Examiner has restricted the claims to one of the following inventions under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-24 and 29. Claims 1-22 are drawn to a method of displaying 
performance information of athletic eyewear, classified in class 351, subclass 17. Claim 29 is 
being grouped together with Group I because it could be searched together with claims 1-10 
without creating an undue burden on the Examiner. 

EL Claims 25-28 and 30-34, drawn to athletic eyewear, classified in class 351, 
subclass 159. 

III. Claims 35-42, drawn to an information display, classified in class 351, subclass 



Applicant elects, without traverse, the claims of Group I (claims 1-24 and 29), amends 
claims 30-34 to correct their dependency, and cancels claims 25-28 and 35-42. 

In response to the Election of Species Requirement mailed May 13, 2005, Applicant 
elects Species la, having at least claims 1-10, 29-34, 43-45 and 47-56 readable thereon. 
Applicant believes claims 43, 44, and 47-56 are generic to all species. Applicant requests 
examination of all other species upon allowance of a generic claim. 
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
